Everywhere in the Old "World a Revolution 


ib m progress 
True it is not a resort to force 


resulting in strife and bloodshed, ne-verthe- 
less, north, south, cast .ind west it goes on its 
stately march m many forms, quietly, but ir- 
resistibly sweeping all before it. The old 
fights -with the new, the young with the ex- 
perienced, the patient with the impatient, the 
law abiding with the "irreconcuables " Old 
things are passing away and many things are 
becoming new The New York Herald per- 
tinently says m Europe the dnme right sys- 
tem is dead — only its shadow now lues— and 
the aristocratic system, or the svstein of priv- 
ilege, is rapidly dying aw ay The new agents 
of civilization ha\e become so forcible, so ir- 
resistible, in fact, and so impertinent, if our 
readers w ill, that the old fogyism of the past 
no longer exists except on sufferance, 


This transformation is everywhere visible 


in Europe, but nowhere is it more clearly re- 
^ calej. than m Great Britain 
The condition 


oi the British empire to-da\ is a study for the 
philosopher 
Proud, pow erful, imperious, am- 


bitious as e\er, she everywhere fcels the force 
of the ne'v ideas feels it in her remote de- 
pendencies, feels it at home in ev ery pulsation 
of her national heart , and, to her honor it 
must be added, she yields with good grace, 
with much caution and with not a little skil 
to the present necessities of the hour 
At 


the same time the revolutionary aspect of the 
empire is such that it demands some consid- 
eration on its own account while it serv es as 
a somewhat exhaustive commentary of the 
times. 


It we look at her colonial policy, what 


changes hai e taken place w ithiii the last few 
j ears ' Formerly it was the ambi tion oi 
Great Britain to multiplj colonies as rapidly 
ab possiole She could not nave them fast 
enough, and she could not have too mauj.- 
It was her pride to have her forts frowning on 
c\er> promoton and her guus roaring in ev- 
erj latitude and in all climes 
In this ambi- 


tion no nation, since the days of Spanish so.- 
premacj , has beeii half so successful And it 
lias to be admitted that Great BntiCn, both 
111 the extent of her power and in. the positive 
good she has done the world, bos made the 
niemorj of Soam small and somewhat con- 
temptible Xow, however, it &eeins as if the 
extremities of the empire were too bulkj for 
*Jie heart. Great Britain at one time almost 
lorgot herself m her aniietj for her colonies

It raises another 
question, of not less importance—whether a 
grand confederation of all the British depen- 
dencies \\ itli the mother country is e ther de^-ir- 
able or possible0 The British colonial ques- 
tion at the present moment indicates a crisis 
in the history, not of tne"Bntisli empire only, 
but m the history of the world 


This, however, is after all an outside diffi- 


cult} At home, m the heart of the empne, 
the re- olutionary forces are strong and the 
changes, w Inch are numerous, multiply with 
amazing rapidity. "Within the last fe v vears 
how maiij old things ha\ e beea swept s.v> ay' 
How many new forces acting upon public 
sentiment and gn ing shape to/legislation were 
unknown fifty, even tliirtv, jears ago1 Ee- 
foim bills have mide the workman a power 
The intelligent artisan has not abused his pow- 
er, but he has gone on impenouslj demand- 
ing his rights and the rights of Ins fellows — 
Hence one reform has been, but the stepping 
stone to another Disraeli's Reform bill made 
m end of the Irish Church, forced on the set- 
tlement of the Irish Land Tenure system, 
hurried forwar^ the present educational diffi- 
culty, created or hUped to create the necessi 
t> for the ballot box, which, though long des- 
pised as un-English, is lively soon to become 
an English institution. Nor can T\ e refuse to 
admit that to the same source many otlier 
changes now imminent are more or less di- 
rectlj traceable At the same time the Re- 
form bill itself and all that has followed m 
tlie shape of reform, must be looked at as the 
proper fruit of tliese new agents, which are 
everywhere breaking down the old barriers 
which were wont to separate class from class, 
and which to a iavered few secured a monop- 
oly of privilege Public opinion, created and 
nourished bv the modern newspaper and its 
numerous helps, has rendered all tliese re 
forms in Great Britain necessary. 


'What is taking place in Great Britain is 


taking place all o-\er Europe 
The only dif 


ference is that British statesmen, and the 
British people, though somewhat slow to be- 
gin, generally take action in time to save 
themselves and to give the empire a new 
lease of life 
Violent revolutions do not take 


place m England, because British statesmen, 
feeling the forc^ of pubhe opinion jield in 
time. We shall have many revolutions in 
Europe before Europe settles down into a 
satisfactory condition. "We shall also have 
many radical and sweeping changes in Great 
Britain. But the tranformation which 01 
the Continent of Europe is destined to be 
bloodstained Svill be brought about m the 
British isles so quietly and with so little de- 
monstration that when the old landmarks are 
no more they will scarcely be missed 
It 


gratifying to every lover of liberty, to everj 
man who lias high hopes of his species, tha 
all these changes are dictated by an enlight- 
ened public sentiment, and that they eucour 
agmgly point to the triumphs and welfare o 
our race. So runs the w orld to a higher am 
nobler goal
